and also told him he had failed to

A battalion of submachine gun- 


ners, supported by 60 tanks 
and 
armored cars, was repulsed during 
attack after attack upon a 
com- 


munity in the Nalchik area and 22 
of the machines were 
destroyed, 
the Soviet Information Bureau an- 
nounced at noon. 


"In another sector," it said, "a 


Soviet unit repulsed two German 
attacks, killing 240 of the 
enemy. 
Twenty German trucks with am- 
munition were destroyed by Soviet 
artillery." 


T h e s e defensive 
accomplish- 
ments were reported chalked up 
after three successive retreats by 
outnumberd Red Army forces. 


Tilt Germans were 
reported 
to 
have withdrawn their light tanks 
from the battle of Stalingrad. Red 
Star said heavy losses inflicted on 
tank guns had forced the enemy to 
the machines by Russian 
anti - 


tank guns had forced the enemy to 
substitute heavy tanks which rolled 
into the streets in groups of 
five 


to eight, firing their guns while in 
motion. 


The Russians said three German 
tanks were destroyed and a Ger- 
man company was wiped out over- 
night in the repulse of attacks upon 
Stalingrad while Red Army 
men 
consolidated their posiitons 
a n d 


carried out reconnaissance activi- 
ties northwest of the city.

out 80 Germans and captured four 
machine guns and 250 hand gre- 
nades," hie communique reported.
